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RACE MEETINGS AT HAND. 

Changes of importance in the scene of racing 
mark the present week. The very successful 
Memphis meeting closed yesterday, and that at 
Newport will terminate Tuesday. Racing in the 
middle east will then be temporarily carried on 
only at Louisville and Chicago. In the east the 
meeting at Aqueduct track will come to an end 
next Thursday, to be succeeded Saturday by the 
opening of the much more important meeting 
at Morris Park. On the Pacific coast racing at 
the fine Ingleside course ends Monday, and 
with the finish of the three weeks more at Oak- 
land Californians will have a rest from the 
excitements of the sport until next November. 

The important Louisville meeting opens next 
Wednesday, with all the stirring scenes attend- 
ant on Kentucky Derby day. Very general inter- 
est attends the meeting of Lieber Karl, Plaudit 
and the lesser lights of the 3-year-old field, and 
with a fair day to aid there is no doubt that a 
large assemblage will hail the winner of Ken- 
tucky’s classic turf event. The meeting will 
ome to an end Friday, May 20. The closed 
events to be decided during its progress and 
their dates of running are: The Kentucky Derby, 
Wednesday, May 4; Debutante Stakes, for 2-year- 
old fillies, Thursday, May 5; the Louisville 
Handicap, Saturday. May 7; the Bluegrass 
Stakes, for 3-year-olds, Monday, May 9; the 
Clark Stakes, Wednesday, May 11 ; the Mademoi- 
selle Stakes, for 3-year-old fillies, Thursday, 
May 12; the Frank Fehr Stakes, Saturday, May 
14; the Wenonah Stakes, for 2-year-old colts and 
geldings, Monday, May 16; the Premier Stakes, 
for 3-year-olds, Tuesday, May 17 ; the Kentucky 
Oaks, Thursday, May 19, and the Juvenile 
Stakes, for 2-year-olds, Friday, May 20. 

In addition to the horses that have already 
disclosed something of their 1898 form the 
Louisville meeting will probably introduce such 
important racing factors as Simon W, Rosin- 
ante, White Frost, Taluca, Carnero, Alleviate, 
Sacket, Plaudit, Marcato, Han d’Or, Flora 
Louise, Brightie S, Dr. Sheppard, Abuse, San- 
gamon, Elusive, Fretful, Ferroll and a host of 
2-year-olds of high private reputation. 

Locally the opening of the Lakeside meeting 
next Thursday is viewed with impatient antici- 
pation by hundreds eager to see the gallant 
thoroughbreds in contention once more. Though 
it is only a fifteen days’ purse meeting, the 
stables at the track are already filled, or en- 
gaged, to their utmost capacity and owners of 
more and more horses are ^amoring for stable 
room. Every indication points to a prosperous 
and successful meeting to precede the greater 
ones to follow in orderly succession at Harlem 
and Washington Park.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The question of liability for forfeits against 
James E. Pepper, for which the horses entered 
and running in the name of E. O. Pepper are 
claimed to b^ liable, has come up recently. 
Colonel L. P. Tarleton, presiding judge of the 
Queen City Jockey Club, after an exhaustive 
examination into the matter has decided that 
the horses running in the name of E. O. Pepper 
are not liable for such forfeits. Colonel Pepper 
being insolvent conveyed all his property to 
the Lexington Trust Company to be disposed of 
by it for the benefit of his creditors. The trust 
company in administering the trust sold all 
the horses belonging to Jame9 E. Pepper at 
public auction, at which E. O. Pepper, his wife, 
purchased those now running in her name, paid 
for them, and now owns and holds them as her 
property, all of which is, by the Kentucky 
statutes, within her clear legal right. There 
was no evidence that the transfer of said horses 
to Mrs. Pepper was for the purpose of avoiding 
the payment of forfeits. The transfer of the 
horses was not made by Colonel Pepper, but by 
the trust company, from which Mrs. Pepper ac- 
quired her title.— Cincinnati Enquirer.
